The .\mcri<*an goveramenCs formal i»rotest to 
tJermany .igainst tlie de|MM'tatiou of Belgians for 
foieed I.mIhh* as a vi«*latioii of the prim iples <»f 
Imnianity was made public today !*y tlie state de- 
l»artnieiit. Tin* pndest reads as follows: “The 

government of the United States lias learned with 
tlie greatest concern and regret of the i>olicy of 
file tlerman government to d«*port from Belgium a 
jM.rtion of the civilian population for the purisise 
of foning tliem to lalxir in Germany and is con- 
strained to protest in a friendly spirit, but most 
solemnly, against this ni'tion, whleh is in contra - 
v< ntion of :iil jirectMlents and of those luimane prin- 
ciples of international practice which have long 
been accept»-d and fidlowed by civilized nations in 
their treatment of non-combatants. “Fiitlierniore. 
tiie government of the United States is convinced 
that the effect of tliis policy, if pursued, will in 
all prolmbiiity i>e fatal to the Belgian relief work, 
so liumaiiely planneil and so successfully carried 
out, a result which would l>e generallj* deplored, 
and which, it is assumed, would seriously embarrass 
tlie German goveriimeiit.’’
